SELECTMAN’S ANNUAL REPORT 

1983 was truly a year of renewed hope for the town and its 
residents. It was a year that saw many of the ideas and dreams 
developed over the past 15 years begin to take shape. A new spirit 
of cooperation to solve common problems surfaced among area 
towns, the county and the state. Also, interest evolved among the 
residents of Orange to find local solutions to local problems. 

The highlight of 1983 was the groundbreaking for two new in- 
dustries by Governor Michael Dukakis at the first ‘‘Industrial- 
Realtor Fly-in’? in June. This event was the culmination of a 
massive effort by state and local officials. KRH Rolls, who pur- 
chased the Rodney Hunt roll division, is the first tenant at the Air- 
park and has demonstrated the viability of the Airpark as an in- 
dustrial center. City Engines, a fixed base operator has located at 
the airport and adds a new dimension to an airport that has been 
confined to amateur flying and sport parachuting. 

The committment by state and federal agencies can not be 
underscored in the revitalization effort currently underway. In 
1983, grant funds were received in excess of $1.3 million for 
various commercial, municipal and industrial programs. These 
grants include: 


$230,000 — for construction and landscaping of a new 
municipal parking lot and new sidewalk con- 
struction. 

$450,000 — for repair and reconstruction of the town 
sewer system. 

$230,000 —to aid the Orange Foundry and Riveto com- 
panies to continue operation. 

$93,000 — for water and taxi-way at City Engines. 

$348,000 —for downtown revitalization. 

This funding is critical to establish a solid, working foundation 
toward the economic and social upswing of the area. 

In August, the town welcomed Greg Balukonis as our new Ad- 
ministrative Assistant, replacing Michael Davolio who became 
the city planner for the city of Leominster. To aid in the ad- 
ministration of the numerous grants received by the town, Lynn 
Leab joined the town staff as Community Development Director 
in November. 

Local clubs, organizations and individuals stepped forth dur- 
ing the year to help the town in different areas. Through the ef- 
forts of North Orange residents, the Gale-Brooks School was suc- 
cesfully converted to house the Head Start educational program. 
In October, the Pioneer Junior Women’s Club opened the Par- 
course Fitness Trail at Mahar Regional School with the help of 
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area businesses and a town donation of $1000 from the Gertrude 
Rugg fund. 

Efforts began during the year by residents to identify a long 
term use for Memorial Hall with ideas such as an Arts Center be- 
ing pursued. 

The town also took an active stance on development and im- 
proving the quality of life in Orange. In May, the annual town 
meeting voted $250,000 to purchase and renovate the Medical Arts 
Center as the new quarters for the Police Department. Once com- 
pleted, town funding will be used to continue renovation of the 
Town Hall. The cable television extension into North Orange was 
completed in October, bringing entertainment service to many 
homes. 

The year ended on an upswing with the announcement that the 
state would proceed with the design phase of Route 2. This project, 
encompassing a south bank alignment, will complete the east- 
west linkage of Orange to major highways and market centers.

REPORT OF THE ORANGE-ATHOL 
INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT DISTRICT 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 

The Orange-Athol Industrial Development District is pleased 
to submit to the Town of Orange this 1983 Annual Report. 

The primary activity of the Industrial Development District 
in 1983 was to actively participate in the area’s overall economic 
development efforts through close cooperation with the Greater 
Athol and Orange Chamber of Commerce. In Orange, the major 
results of this activity have been the attraction of City Engines, 
Inc., and KRH Rolls, Division of Scapa of North America. The ad- 
dition of KRH Rolls is particuarly significant as this company is 
the first tenant of the Orange Airpark, an IDD project since 1965. 

The IDD, through its affiliation with the Chamber of Com- 
merce, has also been actively involved in the efforts to assist Slen- 
cil Company in the purchase of their building. Through a state 
grant applied for by the Town, this project has been successful. 
Thus, the impact of the loss of the Torrington Company has been 
minimized by acquiring local ownership of their building. 

In 1983 the Industrial Development District accepted with 
regret the resignation of its clerk and bookkeeper, Aldona Girar- 
di. For many, many years Mrs. Girard’s dedication has played a 
major role in our development efforts. We send her our best 
wishes for a long and healthy retirement. 

Orange’s unemployment rate is now a full two percentage 
points lower than it was a year ago. However, that rate remains 
substantially higher than state and national averages. Clearly, a 
great deal more effort lies ahead. More than sixty acres remain 
undeveloped at Orange Airpark, and more than ten percent of 
Orange’s workers remain unemployed. By continuing our close 
relationship with the Chamber of Commerce and the Town of 
Orange, and by continuing our current level of activity, we hope to 
achieve a goal of three thousand new area jobs in the coming three 
years.

In June of 1983, William Babel retired from the Orange Hous- 
ing Authority after 15 years of dedicated service. Due to 
Bill’s perseverance, elderly housing in Orange became a 
reality with the completion of Colonial Acres in 1970. Since 
that time, he has worked very hard in getting low-income 
family subsidized units for the Orange area. His knowledge 
of the State rules and regulations on housing has been a real 
asset to the Housing Authority. The Board members, Ex- 
ecutive Director and Maintenance Department extend their 
warmest thanks for all of Bill’s help and guidance, and wish 
him the very best. Noah Edminster was appointed to fill Mr. 
Babel’s vacancy. 


The Orange Housing Authority administers 56 elderly units 
at Colonial Acres, 45 low-income units at Pine Crest and two 
units in the community. As of the end of 1983, the Orange 
Housing Authority received notification that they will receive 
another five low-income family units in the community. 


Colonial Acres continues to be a pleasantly maintained com- 
plex for the elderly on East River Street. Any person 62 years 
of age or older is welcome to apply for housing here. Income 
limits are $10,752. for one person, and $12,288. for two people. 
Asset limit is $15,000. 


During 1983, one of the major projects completed was the 
painting of all outside trim, doors and porch roofs at Colonial 
Acres. 


In October, an energy audit was done at Colonial Acres, and 
results indicated that this complex is operating more effi- 
ciently than other facilities of this same type. Some recom- 
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mendations were made by Mass-Save to make it even more 
energy efficient, and these recommendations are currently 
being reviewed. 


The Orange Housing Authority again extends its sincere 
thanks to the local organizations, town employees, and all in- 
dividuals and groups who made 1983 such an enjoyable one 
for the residents at Colonial Acres. Your services, special 
programs, donations and assistance have been very much 
appreciated by all.

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REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I herewith submit the report of the Highway Department for the 
year 1983. 


The work of the Highway Department has been the regular 
upkeep of streets, roads, sidewalks and bridges not included in 
Chapter 90. 

Numerous sidewalks were patched. 


Iron rail fences were repaired. 


Holes in streets and roads were patched with 632.59 tons bit 
asphalt. 


4,106.25 gallons of liquid asphalt was applied to streets and 
roads. 


The three year drainage project from Burrill to Prentiss Street 
was completed. 


The three year drainage project on Chase Street is 95% com- 
plete. 


Sand boxes were filled with sand for public use. 
Sand without salt was delivered to individual homes. 


Snow was cleared from sidewalks and sand was applied when 
necessary. 


Parking lots were plowed and sanded at Mahar Regional 
School, Butterfield School, Dexter Park School, the Armory and 
the Town parking lots. 


Storm drains and drop-inlets were cleaned and numerous 
culverts were replaced. 


309.5 tons of chemicals and approximately 7,264 yards of sand 
were applied to streets and roads. 


New sidewalks were installed on East River St. under a public 
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works grant along with the construction of the municipal parking 
lot. 


Runways, taxiways and parking lots were plowed and patched at 
the airport.

Fencing, grading and seeding was done on Tully Road.

59 tons of dry solids were wasted from the system and taken to 
the town landfill. 


There was no waste received from residences with septic tanks.

The town received 4,050.31 from the Mass. Local Aid Fund 
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Chapter 58 Section 15A for up to 50% reimbursement of chemical 
cost associated with Chlorination and sludge dewatering. An addi- 
tional 4,200.68 to be received in 1984. 

The Mass. Division of Water Pollution Control conducted an 
operation and maintenance inspection. An excellent report was 
given to the facility. 

LANDFILL 


Thousands of tons of household rubbish plus demolition 
material was deposited. 


Thousand of yards of fill were brought in and used for cover and 
to maintain the berm per D.E.Q.E. orders. 


The town of New Salem contracted to use Orange Land Fill. 


$3,000.00 worth of trees and shrubs were planted on the com- 
pleted portion of the landfill under the Liberty Tree Project. 


PARKS AND PLAYGROUNDS 
Grass at Butterfield Park and Memorial Park was mowed, 
hedges trimmed, bushes cut, leaves and grass raked up and 
disposed of. 


Bleachers and dugouts were repaired and painted. 


Tennis Courts and basketball courts at Butterfield Park were 
kept clean and maintained. 


Portable latrines were installed at Butterfield Park and Lake 
Mattawa. 


$3,000.00 worth of trees and shrubs were planted at Butterfield 
Park under the Liberty Tree Project. 


$562.00 worth of shrubs were planted at Bicentennial Park and 
$1,462.50 worth of trees and shrubs were planted at the West Main 
Street Park under the Liverty Tree Project. 


Sand was trucked to the beach at Lake Mattawa.

With funds made available by the Arts Lottery Council, several 
programs were held which were well received. One program was 
a story-telling workshop with Davis Bates. ‘‘Meet the Author’’ 
brought the popular Robert Parker to discuss his mystery/detec- 
tive series.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the Orange School Committee: 


I herewith submit my eleventh annual report as Superintendent 
of the Orange Public Elementary Schools. 


Excellence In Education — Throughout most of 1983, the 
American public was repeatedly made aware through media ex- 
posure of a growing concern over the present state of public 
education in this country. In particular, the report of the National 
Commission on Excellence in Education entitled ‘‘A Nation At 
Risk”’ received enormous attention. 


This report became the focal point for discussion of the present 
goals and program of Orange Elementary Schools and how they 
might be improved. 


An open forum was held by the Orange School Committee in late 
September. The Committee then agreed to study the matter fur- 
ther using materials and procedures entitled ‘‘Reaching for Ex- 
cellence’”’ and published by the National School Public Relations 
Association. But, the Committee also identified these local issues 
as having discussion priority; Gifted/Talented, Foreign 
Language, Computer Literacy, Basic Skills, Staff Evalua- 
tion/Merit Pay and Class Size. 


Other issues discussed nationally such as; lengthening the 
school year and/or school day seemed particularly unlikely 
events in Orange due to its economic situation. Simply put, no 
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such extensions would be possible without increasing local tax 
support which, of course, is a most difficult prospect at best. 


Marking System Changes — For some time, the Orange School 
Committee has been concerned with the marking system. There 
were those who felt the upper grades should have a marking 
system which was more traditional. 


On the other hand, a large segment of the staff felt that the 
system we had, which emphasized the individual’s acheivement 
in relation to individual ability, was the most educationally and 
emotionally sound. 


As a result of many meetings, the Orange School Committee 
maintained the present system in grades Kindergarten through 4. 
In grades 5 and 6, the subject areas now use a numerical grade. 


However, because we believe there is no better communication 
than face to face, the first three marking periods end with a 
parent-teacher conference. The parents seem to appreciate these 
opportunities and participation is very high. 


Asbestos — Across the nation, the Federal government required 
inspection of all school buildings to determine whether or not an 
asbestos problem existed. In the spring, the asbestos covering the 
boiler at Dexter Park School partially fell off. We contracted to 
have the rest carefully removed and the boiler recovered. During 
the summer, some sections of steam pipes were recovered. 


Reading Program — No single curriculum area is more impor- 
tant than reading. I reported last year that a study committee had 
been formed to recommend a new reading series. Mr 
Arokiaswamy Jacob, a teacher at Butterfield School, was given 
the responsibility for coordinating the Committee’s efforts. In 
April, a presentation was made to the School Committee and it 
‘unanimously voted to adopt the recommended reading series 
which is published by Holt, Rinehart and Winston, Inc. 


This series will take us into the 1990’s and, of course, initially 
represents a large investment. But, when one consideres that the 
textbooks themselves will be used for ten or so years the costs 
seem more reasonable. 


Computer — Last year’s report began with a lengthy explana- 
tion of the part microcomputers were then playing in the school 
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system. Their use has expanded so that a computer is available to 
most students at least once a week. We still find, however, that 
some staff are reluctant to use them and we will again be running 
training sessions in the spring of 1984. 


Collectively we have two Computer Apple II systems, four Atari 
800 system’s a TRS-80 Model III system and a Commodore 64. We 
anticipate additional equipment purchases this year with a $6,800 
Federal Block Grant. 


Vocational Education — The townspeople may recall that in 
1981, approval was given for Orange to apply for membership in 
the Montachusett Vocational Technical School District in Fit- 
chburg. This is a complicated legal procedure. By 1983, the last 
municipality to give its approval to Orange’s application was the 
city of Fitchburg. However, it was then discovered that the 
original actions were legally faulty, and the ten existing 
municipalities will now have to re-vote approval. The Mon- 
tachusett School Committee, however, has lived up to its original 
promise of a tuition rate of $1,524, which is about half that of other 
districts. So, despite the lengthy process the Town of Orange has 
saved over $100,000 in tuition costs. 


This present school year will probable be our last association 
with the Franklin County Technical School as the few Orange 
students now there are seniors. Last spring, much time and effort 
was expended in determining program responsibility for three 
Orange students who were attending a special needs program 
there. It was determined by Associate Commissioner of Educa- 
tion, Roger Brown, that these students were the responsibility of 
the Ralph C. Mahar Regional School District. 


Personnel — Due to a slight decrease in enrollment and the 
general lack of activity in the Athol-Orange area, the district has 
seen few personnel changes. The Committee did negotiate a two 
year contract with the non-teaching staff for the employment 
years 1983-1984 and 1984-1985. 


The year ended on a solemn note with the sudden passing of 
Mrs. Evelyn Hallett, who had been for many years secretary to 
the principal of the Butterfield School. She was a cheerful compe- 
tent person and will be sorely missed.

AT A MEETING OF THE RALPH C. MAHAR REGIONAL 
SCHOOL COMMITTEE HELD ON JANUARY 17,1984 IT WAS 
VOTED TO ACCEPT THE REPORT OF THE SUPERINTEN- 
DENT AND ADOPT IT AS THE REPORT OF THE REGIONAL 
SCHOOL DISTRICT COMMITTEE. 


To the members of the Ralph C. Mahar Regional School Com- 
mittee and the voters of the Ralph C. Mahar Regional School 
District, I herewith submit my Annual Report as Superintendent. 


The report to the Mahar Regional School Committee covers the 
period January 1, 1983 to December 31, 1983. As such, all reports 
cover the final half of the 1981-1982 Fiscal Year and the first half of 
the 1982-1983 Fiscal Year. 


The highlight of the school year was the successful passage of 
additional Chapter 70 funds for the support of education. The addi- 
tional funds were passed back through the Regional Schools to in- 
dividual towns as an offset to their assessment. 


1983-84 BUDGET 


The Mahar School Committee approved a 1983-84 District Gross 
Budget of 2,843,428 and a Net Budget of 1,286,470. Additional 
Chapter 70 funds were credited against the assessments so that 
local effort toward the Net Budget was $896,204. The school budget 
was approved by each member town prior to the additional 
_ Chapter 70 Award. The additional state aid given as educational 
assistance meant that the monies raised through local taxes was 
$153,345 less than in 1982-1983. 
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FISCAL PLANNING 


Mahar is a physical plant which is over 26 years old. It is a 
building that was well constructed and has been durable with 
time. It is not a structure that has been built with needless frills--it 
has been built to serve the educational needs of students, staff, 
and community as seen by its designers. 


If the building had not been well built--with quality materials--it 
would not have withstood the test of time and ordinary wear and 
tear as well as evidenced. Since 1957, assuming 180 days per year 
and an average of 1000 people per day, the equivalent of 4,860,000 
people have used its doors, corridors, and equipment! One can 
reasonalby expect replacement and rennovation costs to appear 
during these later years. It is past the time when planning should 
include the replacement ot the entire roof. The lighting system 
needs a complete overhauling. Interior and exterior doors need to 
be replaced. Rooms and offices need to be modernized. The gym 
‘ floor needs to be replaced or at a minimum - repaired and 
refinished. The auditorium needs to be refurbished--chairs, stage, 
and curtains. 


The Orange Selectmen asked the administration to look at the 
needs of Mahar for capital expenses for a five year program with 
its related costs. This has been done and reported to the School 
Committee. The projection shows a need for $69,300 to be spent at 
Mahar each year for the next five years. Major projects such as 
the re-lighting and re-roofing are excluded to be done by bond 
issue and hopefully through state or federal funds. If projects are 
not undertaken to refurbish and replace, the on-going 
maintenance costs will continually increase with associated 
decreased efficiency. 


PERSONNEL 


The Mahar School Committee elected Mr. Brian Jones as an 
English/Mathematics teacher. Mr. Jones is a graduate of the 
University of Sourthern Maine. Mr. Guy Guillemette was elected 
by the School Committee as a teacher of Foreign Languages. He is 
a graduate of the University of Maine at Orono. He has taught in 
Westbrook, Maine and Kennett High School in Conway, NH. Mr. 
Sistilio Testa was hired on a one-year contract to teach Foreign 
Languages as well. He was educated in Brazil, and received his 
Master’s Degree from the University of New Hampshire at 
Durham. He has had several years of teaching experience, and 
speaks 6 languages. 
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COMMISSION ON EXCELLENCE 


Mahar established a study group to review the recommenda- 
tions of the commission. The membership of the study group in- 
cluded representatives of the School Committee, students, 
parents, teachers, and administration. It met during October, 
November, and December. A report was planned for the School 
Committee in December. The report is to include recommenda- 
tions for the Committee based upon any needed adjustments to the 
Mahar program. 


In large part, the study group seemed to indicate that Mahar 
was in a relatively strong position concerning the vast majority of 
the Commission Recommendations. It was also a strong feeling 
that many of the Recommendations were fine in theory, but, there 
implementation would require additional funding of the Mahar 
program by local, state and federal sources. The continuing work 
of staff toward the report of the New England Association of 
Schools and Colleges as well as the new guidelines of the 
Massachusetts Department of Education will insure movement of 
our program toward achieving these new concerns. 


INDUSTRIAL ARTS/OCCUPATIONAL EDUCATION 


Mahar will be establishing a new study group to review the pro- 
gram — goals and objectives — in the curriculm area. It will con- 
sist of parents, teachers, School Committee, and members of the 
business community. It is hoped that the study group will recom- 
mend any needed new directions that will provide greater oppor- 
tunity for our students in this area.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL 
FOR THE PERIOD 
JANUARY 1, 1983 - DECEMBER 31, 1983 


I. Major Events: 


1. Two-Year Report. On September 1, 1983, Mahar’s Two-Year 
Report was filed with the New England Association of Schools and 
Colleges. Of the 76 recommendations made by the Visiting Com- 
mittee in 1981, 60 have been completed or are in progress, 12 are 
planned for the near future, and only 4 have been rejected as not 
workable for Mahar. The action taken on these recommendations 
helps insure that the quality of program commended by the New 
England Association when it awarded Mahar a ten year ac- 
creditation is being maintained. 


2. Program Growth. Despite continued budgetary restrictions, 
we were able to make progress in expanding some programs. Key 
among these: 


a. Computer use. Federal grants have enabled us to convert 
Room 4 into a computer lab with 8 stations; a second grant has 
enabled us to install 6 computers into the Business Department, 
bringing to a total of 25 the number of microcomputers available 
to Mahar students. The Math Department has developed com- 
puter literacy and programming courses, which have attracted 
many students. The business Department has developed a Word 
Processing program and included it within the Business Cur- 
riculum. The Computer Technology Council continues to oversee 
the development of the computer curriculum at Mahar as we con- 
tinue to pursue our goal of computer literacy for all Mahar 
students. 


b. Writing Skills. A multi-disciplinary committee has begun 
to examine how best the entire staff can improve the ability of 
students to write. Early results include a standardization of for- 
mal writing formats across the departments and a renewed em- 
phasis on handwriting and penmanship. The Writing Skills Com- 
mittee will continue to find ways to improve student writing skills. 


3. Committee Work. Four important subcommittees worked 
during the year to examine and make recommendations to the 
Mahar School Committee. 
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a. Discipline. A broadly-based subcommittee consisting of 
staff, school committee and parents examined certain aspects of 
the present discipline policy and made a number of recommenda- 
tions concerning the present suspension system. The Mahar staff 
is currently deliberating on these recommendations and the ad- 
ministration will shortly make specific proposals to the Mahar 
School Committee. 


b. Excellence. The Superintendent convened a group of staff, 
community members, school committee and students to examine 
and react to the Report of the President’s Commission on Ex- 
cellence in the Schools. After a number of sessions, the committee 
made sixteen proposals to the School Committee. The Committee 
will take up these proposals during 1984. 


c. Job/Life Skills. The Superintendent has created a study 
group that includes staff and leaders from industry to examine 
how the curriculum can better prepare Mahar students for the 
world of work. Tying in closely with our pre-vocational programs 
and Career Education, the study group has begun to examine the 
skills Mahar students will need as they enter the world of work 
and how best to develop those skills. 


d. Curriculum Sub-committee. The Curriculum Subcommit- 
tee of the School Committee reviewed and produced a new edition 
of the Course Description Booklet for use by all Mahar students in 
registering for the 1984-85 school year. 


4. Graduation Requirements. We have begun an intensive ex- 
amination of Mahar graduation requirements, in light of the 
several national reports on education published during the year. 
The newly adopted admissions standards for Massachusetts State 
schools, the President’s Report, the Carnegie Study, and other 
documents all require us to examine our preparation programs 
and minimum graduation requirements. Recommendations will 
be prepared and forwarded to the School Committee during 1984. 


5. Administrative Computer System. We received our Digital 
Micro-PDP 11/23 computer and began a two-year project to install 
modern systems for student scheduling, grade reporting, atten- 
dance accounting and word processing. The 1st Quarter report 
cards were generated on the new system with 100% acuracy and 
in less than half the time required of previous systems. We expect 
to be able to provide greatly improved service at comparable 
dollar costs to the school district, but with vastly improved pro- 
ductivity. 
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II. Priorities for 1984 


1. Withstand the very real and potentially damaging limits of 
Prop 2! as we attempt to fund programs and plan for realistic 
capital outlays to preserve our aging facility. 


2. Against the realistic backdrop of severe fund restrictions, at- 
tempt to continue to maintain the momentum generated by such 
committees as the Excellence Committee and the Job/Life Skills 
Study Group. We hope to examine our program in light of the 
several national reports on educational excellence. We will take a 
hard look at our offerings for all groups of students to see where 
improvements are needed and develop plans to make those im- 
provements in the most cost-effective way possible. 


Ili. Student Activities and Accomplishments 


1. Art Department. Art activities included the annual Art Show 
in the Spring and an exceptionally fine showing for Parent’s Even- 
ing in November. Over 800 students are enrolled in art courses 
during the school year. Mahar students showed their work at 
Mount Wachusett Community College in Gardner and at the Spr- 
ingfield Regional Office of the State Department of Education 
during Student Art Appreciation Month. Students earned the 
money to fund their annual field trip to Boston by the sale of 
printed silkscreen posters and tole painted signs. Student works 
were also displayed at the Petersham Craft Center. 


a. In November, a malfunctioning kiln in Room 47 led to a 
smoky fire that put Room 47 out of action until January, 1984. 
Although no injuries resulted, smoke was much in evidence 
throughout the Art wing and hampered the activities of the Art 
department. 


b. The International Club combined with the Art Department 
in sponsoring an international buffet during the Music Depart- 
ment’s Spring Concert. 


2. Business Department. This department continued to expand 
its programs by sponsoring a job fair for area employers. Work- 
ing closely with the Career Education teacher, the Business staff 
assisted a number of students to find work, both part-time and 
after graduation. The department shared maintenance of a 
Career Education Bulletin Board with the Career Education 
teacher. In addition, a number of guest speakers addressed 
students. 
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a. The department assisted in the preparation of grants that 
obtained 6 microcomputers and necessary software for the in- 
Stallation of a word processing lab in the department. Word pro- 
cessing/keyboarding skills have been built into the Business cur- 
riculum as part of the on-going effort to modernize the depart- 
ment’s offerings. 


3. Foreign Language Department. Faculty turnover made this 
a difficult year for the department. When school opened in 
September, Mr. Palmer was the only veteran to return: two staff 
were on maternity leave, a third had resigned. Unexpected com- 
plications delayed the return from maternity leave of one teacher 
and one of the new teachers hired was released in October. By 
Christmas vacation, however, the staff picture had stabilized. Mr. 
Palmer had assumed the responsibilities of department coor- 
dinator, and two new staff hired proved to be strong additions to a 
department whose enrollment has continued to grow. At present, 
we offer French in levels I-IV, Spanish in levels I-IV, Latin in 
levels I-II and Discovery language. 


a. Three language students won awards given by the Mass. 
Foreign Language Association: Cara Voutselas in Spanish, 
Kristin Skrabis in French and David Cramer in Latin. 


4. Home Economics. The Home Economics department con- 
tinues to offer a variety of electives in foods, clothing, handicrafts, 
child development and related home arts. The replacement of 
four obsolete sewing machines with more modern equipment 
enabled the clothing classes to provide students with better oppor- 
tunities to pursue the clothing curriculum. Department enroll- 
ment has continued to remain stable even though budget cuts 
have eroded our buying power as supplies continue to increase in 
cost. 


5. Industrial Arts. Priority was given last year to repairing as 
much of the obsolete machinery in the Metals Shop as possible. 
Mr. Riley was able to return all machines to service, in some 
cases making parts no longer available. The department con- 
tinues to offer a wide-ranging curriculum that provides ex- 
ploratory vocational experiences to boys and girls in such fields as 
drafting , metal fabrication and woodworking. Enrollment has 
continued to remain stable. 


6. Library. The Library has been able to maintain its level of 
services in the face of rising costs. Library circulation rose to an 
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all-time high of 9,239 items in 1983. Student use has increased 
substantially; students made use of the library facilities 32,234 
times during the year. This is an increase of 2,564 over 1982’s use 
and a jump of 7,607 over the previous year. Bookmobile use held 
constant at 135 reservations; 53 class reservations were made; in 
addition, the library was used extensively by faculty, students on 
independent study and co-op. 


a. Students made frequent use of the newly-reorganized Ver- 
tical File. Library staff continued its long-term project of check- 
ing and reorganizing the card catalog. In addition, staff explored 
the possible uses of microcomputers to simplify various record- 
keeping tasks. 


b. A library orientation program was again conducted for in- 
coming 7th graders early in September. Each class section met in 
the library for a period of instruction in procedures for using the 
facility. 


7. Mathematics. The Mathematics department has continued 
to take the lead in the developing of a computer literacy cur- 
riculum at Mahar. Under the leadership of the coordinator, Mr. 
Lemere, grants were prepared that enabled us to convert Room 4 
into a computer lab. Curriculum has been developed and im- 
plemented to make the maximum use of available computers: 121 
students have enrolled in the Introduction to Computing class. 
Plans are in progress to offer both Intermediate and Advanced 
BASIC programming courses in the 1984-85 school year. 


8. Medical and Health. The School Nurse continued to provide a 
wide range of services, including responding to emergencies, 
monitoring innoculations, vision screening, physicals and other 
health-related activities. During the year, the department over- 
Saw 534 physicals, administered 276 hearing tests, 275 vision tests, 
postural screening for all boys and girls in grades 7-9, and a varie- 
ty of other items. In all, the school nurse saw students 2781 times, 
exclusive of physical exams. All students enrolled at Mahar are 
current on their immunizations. 


9. Music Department. An exceptionally rainy football season 
saw Mahar’s band play two half-time performances in torrential 
downpours and the other three under less than ideal conditions. 
The band and twirlers marched in the River Rat Parade. 
Memorial Day was rained out, but the band was able to appear in 
Founder’s Day in North Orange and Homecoming in Orange. 
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a. On November 10, Mahar sent 20 vocalists and 7 in- 
strumentalists to audition for the Western District of the Mass. 
Music Educator’s Association in Amherst. All 20 vocalists made 
All-District vocally and 4 made it instrumentally. In addition, 12 
vocalists and 4 instrumentalists received All-State recommenda- 
tions. 


b. In 1983, the following students were selected for Mass. All- 
State. In chorus: Christopher Donelan, Vivian Pratt, Michael 
Sawyer, Michael Ellison, Keith Sorel; in orchestra: Anne Steven- 
son; in band: Cara Voutselas. In addition, 3 students participated 
in All-Eastern United States chorus: Christopher Donelan, Vivian 
Pratt and Mathew Duston. 


10. Physical Education Department. The Physical Education 
curriculum has been updated to use the new resources in the area: 
The Parcourse Exercise Trail donated by the Pioneer Junior 
Women’s Club and the new aerobics conditioning classes. The 
health aspects of fitness are being stressed throughout the pro- 
gram to encourage students to acquire good lifelong health habits. 


a. Junior High classes are involved in the Presidential 
Physical Fitness Testing Program, along with the team sports 
and gymnastics curriculum. Intramurals and the Junior High 
track and field day provided additional opportunities for exercise. 


b. The Physical Education Exhibition was a great success due 
to the many talented students who worked hard throughout their 
phys ed classes. The William R. Thompson Award was presented 
to seniors Pam Bixby and Bina Otenti. 


c. The entire Phys Ed department and its students were in- 
volved in a health fair organized by Barbara Corey. Materials, 
teaching stations and displays focused on all phases of health- 
related jobs. Students had a chance to receive a health profile of 
themselves. The fair was an educational and fun activity for all. 


d. The Health component of the Phys Ed curriculum continued 
to stress the benefits of healthful living. The entire school par- 
ticipated to some extent in the Great American Smoke Out on 
November 17. 


11. Science Department 
a. Science Fair. Once again, Mahar students dominated the 


regional and state science fairs. Of the 143 students who entered 
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the local science fair, 78 students participated in the regional fair: 
On the Junior High level, Mahar students took 10 of the 24 prizes; 
at the Senior High level, Mahar students won 18 of 20 prizes. At the 
state science fair, 16 senior high students entered and captured 4 
first place awards, 4 second place awards, 4 third place awards 
and 1 honorable mention. Department Chairperson Doris Barber 
was elected to the Massachusetts State Science Fair Committee. 


b. Special Awards. Kristin Skrabis was one of three semi- 
finalists from Massachusetts in the Westinghouse Science Talent 
Search. Kristin, Sheri Bittenbender and David Robinson were 
semi-finalists in the Massachusetts Science and Humanities sym- 
posium conducted by the University of Massachusetts. Sheri and 
David were also two of the three finalists in the Massachusetts 
Science Talent Search conducted by Smith College. 


ec. Curriculum and Program. The Department has been 
reviewing the present curriculum and is finalizing recommenda- 
tions for action in the coming school year to make two years of 
science a graduation requirement. The block grant funded crea- 
tion of a new lab room in the Junior High wing. Special lab tables 
and chairs have been installed in Room 17 and all safety measures 
provided. Room 18 has a mobile science unit that allows for water 
and gas use in that room; safety showers are being installed. 


12. Social Sciences Department The department maintained its 
programs, despite budget curtailment. A staff of 6.6 teachers in- 
structed 625 students in required and elective courses. New cur- 
riculum materials were purchased and used to upgrade the World 
History courses offered as electives to students in grades 10-12. 
_ For the first time in several years, both Russian History and Con- 
temporary Studies were offered. Mahar was well represented at 
the Athol Model United Nations program in 1983. In addition, the 
department sponsored a multi-media presentation by the Air 
Force entitled “‘History of Flight.’’ 


a. At present, the department is reviewing its curriculum and 
offerings in light of the national studies on excellence in the 
classroom. In addition, department members are developing uses 
for microcomputers in social science instruction. Recommenda- 
tions will be forthcoming in the 1984-85 school year. 


13. Special Education Department. The department continues 
to provide services to students diagnosed under Chapter 766 and 
PL 94-142 as in need of special services. The department consists 
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of a full time Special Education Administrator, five full-time 
teacher aides, and a part-time speech therapist. 


a. As of October 1, 1983, 104 students were receiving special 
services on a daily basis at Mahar in one or more of the following 
programs: specific learning disabilities, personal adjustment, 
resource rooms, communication disorders. All students within 
these programs are mainstreamed into regular classes in one or 
more major subject areas when appropriate. 


b. As of October 1, 1983, 23 students were receiving special ser- 
vices in alternative programs provided at various locations out- 
side the physical facility of Mahar. 


c. Mahar and Petersham elementary have continued to 
receive federal funding for the 1983-84 school year under PL 94- 
142. These funds continue Project PACE, which supplies a 
home/school liaison counselor to service parents and students 
within the two school systems and helps establish in-service train- 
ing programs for staff and workshops for parents and community 
members. 


d. Federal funds were secured through a 94-482 Occupational 
Education grant to purchase computers and software. Special 
Needs students continue to receive instruction in Basic Computer 
Skills. 


14. Interscholastic Athletics. Interscholastic athletics again of- 
fered over 500 opportunities for participation to Mahar students. 
In addition, Junior High students had a basketball intramural pro- 
gram and the Orange Recreation Association is offering an even- 
ing basketball program for students in grades 7-12. 


a. Varsity team performances throughout the year are recap- 
ped as follows:
